The duke of B:ttayne 
notwithſtãdyng that he had not long aftcr bene tt 
quired by Thomas Hutton purpoſely ſent to him 
from kyng Rychard in meſlage with mony ektlo⸗ 
nes to impꝛiſon the ſayd Henty crle of Richemond 
and there continually to kepe and holde the ſame 
from cõmyng into England, yet with al gladneſſe 
and fauour inclyned to the deſpze of Henty and ay 
ded him as he might with men, monye,ſhyppcs, 4 
other neceſſaries.

And 
the kyng ſente her by and by accompaignied with 
a goodly ſoꝛt ot matrons (becauſe ſhe was ſo good 
ly a young woinan) to London too the quene as a 
ttue and ſure token of victozy . And whyles he ta⸗ 
tied ther at Exceſter, ſuppolſyng with hinſelf,that 
he could not haue no perfect victozy vntill he had 
gotten Perkyn hymlelk. whiche was the beginner 
ot all this {cdicton and ſtriet᷑ ſente furthe twoo cõ⸗ 
paignies of menne to beſiege the ſanctuary where 
Perkyn was, that by no meancs he mighte ſcapCc 
awaic, and ſente hym wooꝛde allo by certain meſ⸗ 
ſengers that it he would humbly ſubmit hym ſelk, 
he ſhould bee koꝛgeuen of al that was committed. 
Wherekoze, Perkyn now ſeeyng and ponderyng 
me {tate and unlery that he was in, wente volun⸗ 
tdtariſp out ot᷑ lanttnary and committed hym ſelk to

Then was the Ryng verie glad and tooke his 
— cy immediately after towarde London, not 
In great metyng ot᷑ people whiche came

out of euety quarter to ſee this feloe as he were a 


monſter, betauſe he beeyng but an alien durſte bee 
ſo bold to come into this lo noble a realme to ma⸗ 
ke battaill and delude noble menne after ſuche a 
faſſion .

he appointted certain menne too kepe hym bothe 


night and date verie vigilantly, to the entent that 
he might neither conueigh hyinſelfout of the — 
ner go any whether within the realme to make a= 
ny like perturbacion and diſqutetneſſe. N 

After this the kyng perceiuyng that there wer 
many aſwell in Somerſet as in Deuonſhire, whi⸗ 
che were helpers of the rebelles greatly, bothe go- 
yng furthe and commyng homewarde, thought it 
good too puniſhe thetin alſo, leaſte peraduenture 
thei might bee the moꝛe bold to dooea like thyng 
atter. Ind therfoze he committed chis buſineſſe to 
Aintis Paulet kntght,+ Robert Sherburne deane 


all luche thzoughout bothe the ſhires, wer very e⸗ 
xacte and diligent,but thei were fauourable to all 
ſuche as did it to feate oꝛ compulſiõ. Pet wer thet 
to none o fauourable but theti were thoughte foꝛ 
their defaultes inditterently to bee puniſhed, So 

that equitee therein was verie well executed. 
In theſaine yere of a ſmall matter befell greate 
ſtrief betwene Kyng Henry , and James Ryng of 
Scotlande;whiche ſtrief began of this faſſis.Cer- 
tain young meu ofthe Dcotces came armed vn⸗ 
to Duteſme caltle, x beheld it wonderous circum⸗ 
ſpectly as though ther had been delirous to know 
what was there doen. But when the kepers of the 
caſfle could not percetue that thei went about any

hurte oz diſpleaſure, and ſeyng theim go awaie of 
their owne accozd, thet made no moꝛdes but let the 
alonc.

Thei anſwered 
them(like rude and vnmanerly gentlemen)as kro⸗ 
wardly as could bee thought, in ſo muche that at 
the laſt though muche alteracion of bothe partes 
thei fell together by the eares, and there wer ſome 
of the Scottes lam, and the reſidue put to flight.

ctes, whiche ik thet could bee pꝛoued gyltie ſhould 
bee acco:dyng tothe fault puniſhed. Wherkoꝛe he 
deſired hym moſte louyngly to bee contented: But 
this was not able to mitigate oꝛ ſmage the Dcot- 
tes anger x doutrageouſneſſe.

countenaunce,copulent, full of ficſhe,quicke wit: 
ted and bolde herted . This tempeſt that the kyng 
Philip ſuffered on the ſea:was greately wondercd 
at of many menne,becauſeit ſtroke doune an Ea- 
gle of bzalle from a pinacle of Paules church,and 
' with that kall, theſame Eagle did bꝛeake another 
Eagle that was ſette (02 a ligne at a tauerne doze. 
Foꝛ vpon this, menne did take an opinion that the 
Empcrour Matimiltan whiche at that time gaue 
an Eagle foz his armes, ſhould haue a great loſſe, 
whiche was that he ſhould lole his ſonne Philip 
etle of Flaunders. 

Alſo ſhoztly after the departyng of Þkyng Phi⸗ 
lip, Geoꝛge Neuell loꝛde of Burgeinp, ⁊ (ir Tho⸗ 
mas Grene knight, wer luipectcd to be gilty of the 

treaſon that Edmond Poole had wzought, and ſo 
caſt in pꝛiſon but ſhoꝛtly aftet, when ther had pur⸗ 
goed theimleltes of that ſuſpicion x crime , thet wer 
dcliuered, Albert, this knight ſir Thomas Grene 
died in pꝛiſon. The other lozde fo: his lobzcneſle of 

_ of liuyng, ⁊ true herte pᷣ he bare to his punce was 
had in greater eſtimacion then euet he was befoze. 
Akter this, the kyng had peate, aſwell with fo- 

rein pꝛinces as allo of ctuile battaill toz the ſpace 
etthzceperes, but then the kyng beeyng deſcaſed 
with a certain infirmitee and weakeneſle of body, 
the euery pere about the ſpꝛyngtide was again 
ſturred vp by the rcaſon ot a greace plague of the 
ſweate pᷣ reigned though the whole ccalme, how ⸗ 
beit by the reaſon of the remedy that was moms 
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The leuenth. 

fo: it thelaſt befoze it did the leſſe hurt. Ino⸗ 
ther miſchief chaũſed, that many riche men and of 
great poſſeſſiõs wer cauſed to leauetheir countte 
dy the reaſon that the comrMtoners of the fozfetes 
had delt falſely with them and exterminated them 


by their naughtie meanes. Do þ had not thekpng 
deen gracious to many of them, thet had been vn- 


doen koz euer. In this meane tyme Alexaunder bi- 
ſhoppe of Rome departed out of this wozlde,afti 
whom Fraunces Pius nephew to Pius the ſecõd 
was made and ſtalled biſhop , whom kyng . 


had made gouernoure over his realme, and reiop⸗ 
ſyng gladly ot his high pzomocts, lent fir Gilbert 
Talbot knight, Richard Beare abbot of Glaſtin⸗ 
duty, and Koberte Sherburne to bre glad ot his 
honourc in his behalt, and make a pzomile that he 
would dooe hym obeyſaunce hereafter. At this 
ſame tyme alſo died Giles Dabeney loꝛde cham⸗ 
bertepne , whole office Charles baſtarde ſonne of 
Henty bꝛother to Edmonde duke of Somerſctte 


GuydoUbald duke of Urbin to bee made knight 
of the garter, the whiche honoure and dtgnitec he 
deſiered to haue, that he mighte haue ſome parte 
of the nobilitee that his father Fredericke had, 
whiche was receiued and cholen allo into that oꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe by kyng Edwarde . Ind becauſe it was blaſed 
that Julius the ſeconde was bſſhoppe of Rooine 
after the deathe of Pius, the kyng ſente a goodly 
veſtute by his Ambaſſadoute, for this Guydo to 
weate. Wh he had receiued this garmente, he did 
ſende Baltheſar Caſtillo a Mantuan bozne vnto 
Kyng Henry, whiche received of the knightes a 
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had geuen to hym. Sont after the lyng cauſed

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8 Irter, in token that he ſhould bee a knight of the 
ame oꝛdꝛe. When this bu:ineſſe was doen, Lewes 
the Frenche kyng miſtruſtyng that he ſhould ne⸗ 
uet haue manchilde, maried his eldeſt daughter 
lady Anne to Fraunces Ualeſe Dolphine,duke of 
Eugoly, whiche was ſurc a litle bcfoze to Charles 
the kyng of Caſtell. And when kyng Henry knewe 
ot this, he thought beſt to mary his daughter lady 
Mary to this Charles kyng of Caſtel, whiche ma- 
riage was contirmed and made at Calets by the 
biſhop ot Wyncheſter and the ainbaſſadoures of 
Flaunders, the lady beyng but ten yeres of age. 
And now wer the thzee yeres expired at whiche 
tyvmt kyng Henry thought his fatall daic to dꝛaw 
nigh. Theretoꝛe to thentent that the people might 
wiſhe x pꝛaie fo: hym after his death, foꝛ his kind⸗ 
nelle that he ſhewed to theun, he cauied a generall 
pardon to bee geuen vnto all offendoures,laupng 
- onclp theues and murtherers, becauie thet did not 
ollende hym, but another manne. Fo: this good- 
nciieſhewed to the people, pꝛoceſſion was in euery 
place of the tealme co2 the ſafegarde of the kyng. 
Nceuerthcielie his tyme was come, that God 
would hayuectpin,to that he died the. xi. daie of Iz 
pill, in his palace or Bichemond, the whiche was 
thc pcre or our loi de a thoulande fiue hundꝛed and 
£:g41t Dis cozps was buried at Weſtminſter in a 
chappell the whiche he cauſed to bee butldcd. He 
reigued thzice and twentie peres, and inoze then le⸗ 
en monethes, æ liued. lu. Alſo he had by his wife 
the quene eight chuldꝛen koure menne childꝛẽ, and 
foure women childzen, of the whiche thꝛee remat- 
ned aitue, Zenry pzunce of Wales, lady Marga« 
| rete, 
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rete,andlady Mary. Be was a manneof body but 
leane and ſpare, albcit, mightie and ſtrong there⸗ 
with, of perſonage and ſtature ſome what higher 
then the meane ſozte of menne bee, of a wond:efull 
beautie and faire complexiõ thꝛough all his body, 
ot a mety and laughyng countenaunce, eſpecially 
in his communtcacion, thynne tothed, and thynne 
heated, of witte in all thynges like Salomon, of a 
pꝛincely and tedoubted ſtomake, and in greate af- 
faites and matters of weightie unpoztaunce ver 
wittte. Fo: fuche thynges as he went about, he did 
theim warely and not without greate deliberacion 
and bꝛeathyng. Belides this he was ſobze, mode⸗ 
rate, buxome and boũteous, and without al pꝛide 
and highneſſe of ſtomake, in ſo muche, that he was 
hcarde and rough with theim that were noted of 
that crime, fozno manne had ſo greate autozitce 
with hym, that either durſt 02 could doe any thpng 
as his owne kantaſie did ſerue hym, without the 
conſent and agremente of other. Pea he kepte this 
poincte lo well, that he would not ſuffre his owne 
mother to haue her will. Foz this was his ſaiyng 
that a kyng was a ruler that ſhould rule and no 
bee ruled. He was allo vetie iuſt, and defended the 
matters and cauſes of inany pooze row fron 
the power of the greate menne. And ſo liuyng all 
his tyme in vertue, renowne, glozie, and va= 
liauntneſſe of mercialll pꝛoweſſes, gaue 
vp his ghoſte at the laſte , whiche 
vndoubtedly is in that place 
where cuerlaſtyng ioye 
and gladneſle re- 


maineth fo2 euet and euer.
